' General Burney that by law the Public Health 
Service must tell the medical profession and 
the public about anything affecting public 
health. The gist of his warning was that 
the weight of evidence implicates smoking 
as the main cause of the rising rate of lung 
cancer. He said it was based partly on new 
evidence. One set of eyebrows lifted im¬ 
mediately. 

In his denial. Dr. C. C,,Little, scientific di¬ 
rector of the tobacco industry research com¬ 
mittee, said the warning was a warmed over 
rehash of old statistics "admittedly not sup¬ 
ported by experimental evidenoe.” 

Human nature being what it is, It also is 
to be suspected that the warning wtlli galn> 
nothing in influence by treading so closely on 
the heels of the cranberry furor.

As a layman with no pretense of medical 1 knowl¬ 
edge. the writer would think that, first.of all. it 
would be a good idea to find out whether and how 
much the diagnosis of Iting cancer has changed in the 
last few years. Is more of it being foundibecause mod- 
. ern diagnosis has pinned down a disease that' might' 
have been diagnosed as something else for generations? 
How many heart! victims were buried as victims of 
acute indigestion or apnolexy before diagnostic pro^ 
cedures were improved? . . ..
